In the face of all 
these unceftainties and difficulties, the miner still 
expects, when -he starts for the mines to have 
steamboats and hotels ready for him, and when 
he gets to the place he decides on working, ex- 
pects to find the packers and traders at his elbow, 
ready to supply him with everything he wants 
on “jawbone,” no matter how inaccessible the 
place may be, or how expensive the carriage. I 
might enlarge considerably on these ‘facts, but it 
is needless, as they are well known, and I think 
what is stated proves sufficiently that it will 
never answer to allow a few men. who may have 
been lucky engugh to hit on rich claims ‘to lock 
up the country and rain thousands. If they do 
not choose to remain and work their claims they 
can hire those tho will, or sell ont ;, anything 
short of this is too. much: of the “dog in the 
manger” to be human. Or I might undertake 
to shiow what beneficial results can be ‘produced 
by industry and perseverance. To any thinking 
mind the matter is plain enough, as the country 
abounds in valuable minerals, but confining our- | 
selves for the present merely to gold and the 
soil we may with proper direction of the’ usual | 
population inerease the gold) product tenfold, 
and reduce the cost of maintenance to one half 
or, oue fourth of present rates.
